The present coin represents the S-4 variety, recognized by 
the periods after LIBERTY and the date, and the fully spelled 
out AMERICA on the reverse.

The border detail was changed from dentils to small beads within 
a circular rim. The use of the close collar led to uniform striking 
pressure, which provided stronger detail at the outer rims than 
could be achieved prior, most evident on the Proof coins produced. 
Although the changes increased the degree of uniformity, the date, 
stars, and legends remained hand punched on the dies for the 
dimes, resulting in a number of die varieties for each date.

According to the authors of Early United States Dimes 1796-

Mint Engraver 
William Kneass began the process of new designs for U.S. coins to 
replace the Capped Bust series, but his work was cut short when he 
suffered a stroke. Christian Gobrecht took over the project, and 
with the assistance of renowned artists Thomas Sully and Titian 
Peale, the new design for Seated Liberty coinage evolved. Both 
Capped Bust and Seated Liberty dimes were coined in 1837. 

The Seated Liberty motif is a favorite with collectors — a model 
of simplicity and purity of design. Only the 1837 and 1838-0 dimes 
display Gobrecht’s original vision of the design and represent an 
important two-year type. In 1838, the Philadelphia Mint added 
stars to the obverse margin, first as hand-punched small stars into 
the die, followed by larger stars later in the year. Later, in 1840 
drapery was added to Liberty’s elbow, the shield was placed upright, 
and Liberty gained some weight. A larger reverse legend and a 
revised wreath further distanced the design from Gobrecht’s initial 
artistic intent.

Proof or 
presentation strike dimes were not officially produced at the Carson 
City Mint in 1876, according to the mint’s records, though a few 
pieces are known that possess distinctly proof-like qualities. These 
characteristics include unusually deep mirroring in the fields, a 
degree of sharpness on the relief elements that suggests a second 
blow from the dies, and a distinct wire edge around much of, if not 
all of the peripheries. 

The reason these coins were struck at all is unknown, though 
popular theories suggest they were made for an unofficial Centennial 
celebration, or possibly as presentation pieces for certain officials 
who might have visited the mint. As their production was not 
recorded, neither was their number. Researchers have estimated 
as few as two pieces exist today, though the combined NGC and 
PCGS population reports suggest the survival of as many as seven 
examples. We have been able to confirm the existence of three pieces 
certified as specimen strikings, a roster of which is given below. A 
fourth example has been suggested to reside in the Smithsonian 
Institution, though this has not been confirmed. The record 
auction price realized is held by the Irene Collection specimen, 
which brought $178,250 in Superior’s January 2008 Orlando sale. 

All three examples are from the same die marriage, specifically 
Fortin’s 17-P die pair. Diagnostics include die doubling on ONE 
DIME and an upward-sloping date with a knobbed 6. This die 
pair was later used for business strikes, meaning that the specimen 
strikings are most easily differentiated by the depth of mirroring in 
the fields and the profound sharpness of the relief elements. The 
piece here offered is a perfect match in that regard, and also displays 
attractive shades of green-gold, blue, and lavender-gray toning over 
each side. A small vertical depression in the middle of Liberty’s left 
(facing) thigh is common to all three known specimens. 

Unlike some other special issues in American numismatics, 
the specimen 1876-CC dime is recognized by both of the major 
grading services, erasing all doubt in the minds of collectors as to its 
presentation strike status. Fueled by profound rarity and immense 
appeal among Carson City enthusiasts, this piece represents a rare 
and important opportunity for the advanced specialist to acquire 
this beautifully produced and preserved Carson City Gem.

4712 1796 B-2, R.3, MS63 PCGS. The year 1796 was significant 
as the first time that the Mint was able to actually produce all 
coinage denominations authorized by the Mint Act of 1792. 
The quarter, dime, and quarter eagle were all minted for the first 
time in this year. Earlier, priority had been given to the more 
prestigious large denominations and to the smaller coins that were 
indispensable in daily transactions. The modest demand for the 
quarter is reflected in its minuscule mintage of 6,146 pieces. 

The public must have found the new coins interesting, if not 
very useful. A relatively large number of examples were saved as 
curiosities or in bank vaults, and the issue is available in all grades 
today. After 1796, the denomination was not produced again until 
1804, by which time the reverse had been changed to the Heraldic 
Eagle design. Thus, the 1796 quarter is one of the few one-year 
type coins, and it is among the most hotly demanded of those, with 
pressure coming from a wide spectrum of collectors that ranges 
from type enthusiasts to early quarter specialists who harbor the 
ambition of owning both die varieties for the issue. 

The present example boasts deep reddish-gold and lavender 
tones across both sides. The strike is outstanding, with the only 
noteworthy weakness at the center of the eagle and the upper right 
of the wreath, undoubtedly a result of positioning the obverse and 
reverse high points directly opposite. The surfaces are free of any 
distracting impairments. Including both the B-l and B-2 varieties, 
PCGS reports a total of 10 submission events at the MS63 level 
with only 13 examples finer (8/14). This is a magnificent specimen 
that appeals to type, date, series, and ultra-rarity collectors.

4713 1796 B-2, R.3, MS64 PCGS. The Mint Act of 1792 authorized coinage in denominations that ranged from milles (1/1000 
of a dollar) to eagles. Pattern cents, half dismes, dismes, and quarters were produced in 1792, but only the half dismes were 
produced in any significant quantity, believed to be between 1,500 and 2,000 specimens. By September 1792 construction of 
the first United States Mint in Philadelphia was essentially completed and early the following year half cents and cents were struck. 

TheMint Act, however, requiredthattheChiefCoinerandAssayereachpostabondof$ 10, OOOinordertocoinpreciousmetal, and thishugesumdelayed 
production of gold and silver coins. J efferson pushed Congress to lower the amounts, and on March 3,1794 an act reduced the bonds to $5,000 for the Chief 
Coinage and $1,000 for the Assayer. Production of dollars came first, and in December 1794 half dollars were struck. In February 1795 half dimes were 
struck, dated 1794, and gold half eagles and eagles were issued later that year. Dimes, quarters, and quarter eagles were not struck until 1796. 

These final three denominations were relatively unimportant in commerce and few were minted. The 1796 quarter had a mintage of just 6,146 
pieces, which were delivered in four batches: 1,800 on April 9, 2,530 on May 27, 1,564 on June 14, and 252 on February 28, 1797. These were 
struck from two obverse dies and one reverse die. The two die varieties are easily identified by the position of the date: on Browning-1 the 6 is low 
and evenly spaced between the bust and the denticles, while on Browning-2 (this piece) the 6 is high and nearly touches the bust. The first variety, 
B-l, is a High R.4, which ranks it somewhat rarer than the R.3 B-2. Both varieties, however, are rightfully considered very scarce. 

The second Director of the Mint, Henry William DeSaussure, made it a priority to improve the designs of United States coinage. Although 
he lasted only a few months at the post, DeSaussure was able to contract Gilbert Stuart, one of the most prominent American portraitists, to 
design a figure of Liberty to replace the Flowing Hair style used on the first silver coins. Stuart’s contribution was the Draped Bust design, which 
first appeared on the silver dollar in late 1795 and on all silver coins the following year. (The short-lived Small Eagle reverse was designed 
by the relatively unskilled John Eckstein.) Although the great sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens is well known in numismatic circles for his 
coinage designs in the early 20th century, the equally important Gilbert Stuart’s work more than 100 years earlier is often ignored. 

With such a low mintage, the 1796 was destined to be an elusive issue from the start. A small number appear to have been saved as first-year 
representatives by the American public. The dollar and half dollar may have had too high a face value for most people to afford, the half dime, 
dime and quarter afforded an opportunity for some better off Americans to save an example of the country’s earliest silver coinage. 

Breen (1988) writes that Colonel E. H. R. Green, famous for his ownership of the 1913 nickels, amassed a hoard of more 
than 200 Uncirculated 1796 quarters. Population figures from NGC and PCGS, however, reveal that the number reported by Breen is 
a gross exaggeration. Both services combined report a mere 63 examples in all Mint State grades, and when one accounts for multiple 
submissions of the same coin, the true number of Uncirculated survivors is probably fewer than 50 — perhaps dramatically less. 

This pleasingly lustrous near-Gem features strong definition over Liberty’s hair, though the eagle’s breast shows 
more typical striking softness. Both sides show blue-green and gold patina, with hints of rose and violet-gray 
toward the centers. Minimally marked with outstanding eye appeal, this is a wonderful representative of America’s 
first quarter. Including both varieties, PCGS has graded only five coins in MS64 and eight examples finer (8/14).

PCGS holders often designate Strong or Weak for the 1882 O/S 
variety. The designation does not relate to the quality of strike, 
but rather to the visibility of the overmintmark. The “Strong” 
designation usually applies to VAM-3 and VAM-4 Late Die States, 
where the curvature of the S is most visible within the O. The 
“Weak” designation usually applies to the VAM-5 Late Die State, 
with a partial S showing.

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4984 1858 PR65 PCGS. CAC. Ex: Trompeter. The Philadelphia 
Mint began its commercial proof set offerings in 1858 and the 
program was met with gratifying enthusiasm by the general public. 
A substantial number of minor and silver proof coins were sold, 
but gold proofs were less popular, due to their higher face value. 
Mintage figures for proofs were not recorded, but the number 
of three dollar proofs distributed was undoubtedly small. The 
gold proofs were sold individually for the most part, but complete 
sets could be ordered. One such set was offered in lot 712 of the 
Catalogue of American and Foreign Coins (W. Elliot Woodward, 
10/1860): 

“1858 A most magnificent set of proofs, comprising $20, 
$10, $5, $3, $2, $1.” 

Perhaps 8-10 examples of the 1858 three dollar gold piece 
survive today in all grades, with several recent offerings in impaired 
condition. The small supply for collectors is further reduced by 
the coins in institutional holdings, one in the collection of the 
American Numismatic Society, one in the Harry W. Bass, Jr. 
Foundation, and one in the Smithsonian Institution. 

The 1858 three dollar gold piece also boasts a small business- 
strike mintage of 2,133 pieces, and high-quality coins in that format 
are just as rare as proofs. Q. David Bowers and Doug Winter provide 
some diagnostics to help distinguish between proofs and prooflike 
business strikes: 

—On the obverse, the forward plume of the headdress was 
polished from the die. 

—On the reverse, the lower right part of the 5 in the date 
is positioned over the highest peak of the ribbon bow. (Also 
seen on strikes for circulation.) 

—The mirror surfaces is often incomplete on the obverse. 

—Lint marks are commonly seen. 

The present coin is a delightful Gem from the famous Trompeter 
Collection. Ed Trompeter was a connoisseur, and he assembled the 
finest gold proof collection of all time. This piece offers sharply 
detailed design elements throughout, and the deeply mirrored fields 
provide bold, if unacknowledged, cameo contrast with the frosty 
devices. The yellow and orange-gold surfaces are well-preserved, but 
a characteristic number of lintmarks are present, including one near 
the chin, one near the base of I in UNITED, another in the reverse 
field, above the left top of the wreath, and one near the lower 
knob of the 3. Eye appeal is terrific. The leading grading services 
have combined to certify a total of seven 1858 three dollar gold 
pieces in proof format, undoubtedly containing some resubmissions 
and crossovers. This piece is the single-finest certified example 
at PCGS, and is numerically tied with two other coins at NGC 
for finest known (8/14). Advanced collectors and Registry Set 
enthusiasts should bid accordingly.

CAC. The four-dollar gold “stellas” of 1879 and 1880 represent one 
of the most wildly popular of all U.S. coinage types, regardless 
of whether one discusses patterns, regular issues, fantasy coins, 
Colonials, or any other sub-category of medallic, commemorative, 
or experimental coinage. The reasons for this immense popularity 
are difficult to quantify, but they likely include: the beauty of the 
original designs, the unique denomination represented, the number 
of pieces created, and the manner of their distribution. 

These lovely specimens are examples of an attempt to design 
and manufacture U.S. gold coins that would be struck in a metallic 
composition stated according to the metric system, and thereby 
encouraging more acceptance in the realm of international 
commerce; facilitating trade especially with countries located in 
Western Europe. The original impetus for the stellas was provided 
by a handful of individuals that included John A. Kasson — 
America’s minister to Austria — and several U.S. Congressmen 
including Richard “Silver Dick” Bland. 

After 15 “originals” were made in 1879, from Charles Barber’s 
Flowing Hair design, an additional 400 to 700 pieces were struck of 
the same type (and dated 1879) in 1880, and distributed primarily 
to members of Congress and their staffers. Many of those coins 
are rumored to have been given to wives and mistresses of the 
Congressmen, including some Washington D.C.-area madams. 
All of the 1880 restrikes dated 1879, including this piece, display 
parallel die striations through Liberty’s hair curls while the 
“originals” do not, according to numismatic legend. 

This appealing near-Gem is housed in an old green PCGS 
holder. It exhibits delicate mint-green toning in the fields and 
lovely apricot color on the design motifs. Most of the elements 
are sharply struck, except for the hair curls above the ear and 
forehead, and the surfaces reveal generally excellent preservation. 
One shallow abrasion is noted beneath the second U of UNUM. 
Overall, this is a splendidly attractive example of the famous Stella 
pattern issue, and one that should produce spirited bidding activity 
when it crosses the auction block.

The 
reverse has four berries: two on the outside left portion of the wreath 
above the eagle’s head, and two on the right side of the wreath. 

Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth describe the 1796/5 Capped Bust, 
Small Eagle half eagle as an underrated coin compared to its small 
mintage of 6,196 pieces. John Dannreuther argues that some of the 
coins reported for this issue were probably dated 1795; he estimates 
a surviving population of perhaps 80-100 examples in all grades. 
This mirrors the PCGS estimate of 75 to 100 survivors. 

The obverse strike definition is remarkably bold; with strong 
definition on Liberty’s hair curls and facial details. The reverse is 
somewhat less sharply struck, with typical softness on the small 
eagle motif, which was not well-designed and is almost always seen 
with considerable flatness on the eagle’s head, neck, breast, and 
legs. The coloration over both sides is primarily a pleasing shade 
of olive-green, accented by hints of antique-gold on the central 
high points; especially on the reverse.

The obverse 
die was used to strike both varieties of the date, so all 1830 half 
eagles are overdates, a fact not often mentioned in the literature. 

The present coin represents the BD-1 variety, easily recognized 
by the Large D in the denomination. This was the second, and 
final, use of the reverse die, which had been used previously to 
strike the rare and famous 1829 Small Date half eagles. The BD-1 
is a rare variety, with a surviving population of just 25-35 examples 
in all grades.

Examples are rare in all grades, usually seen in no better 
than XF condition, and the issue is the second-rarest O-mint eagle 
overall, behind the ultralow-mintage 1883-0 (800 pieces struck).

Unsurprisingly, the 1883-0 seldom appears at auction, and when it 
does, it is subject to fierce competition from bidders. Remarkably, 
this is the second time Heritage has offered this specific piece, 
marking once again an important opportunity for the advanced 
specialist to acquire a high-end example of this classic rarity. 

Substantial semiprooflike reflectivity enhances the yellow-gold 
surfaces.

Despite having one of the 
higher proof mintages of the period (still only a paltry 50 pieces), 
the proof 1867 gold ten dollar is no more available today than are 
those issues with 25 and 30-coin mintages, and is arguably rarer 
in high grades. Most survival estimates suggest no more than a 
dozen examples are extant in all grades, though the two leading 
certification services report having seen only eight individual 
coins, counting an unknown number of resubmissions. Of these, 
two are slightly impaired, grading PR53 and PR55 at PCGS. A 
Gem Cameo example (grade, per Garrett and Guth) resides in the 
National Numismatic Collection in the Smithsonian Institution, 
out of reach of collectors, while the finest-known representative is a 
sole PR66 Cameo coin at NGC (8/14). 

This piece is an exceptional Choice example, with sharp, 
heavily frosty devices and remarkably deep mirroring in the fields.

Early proof gold issues are among the most 
highly prized relics in 19th century numismatics, and this Choice 
representative of the 1867 ten dollar issue is a must-have for the 
advanced proof gold or Liberty eagle specialist.

Survival estimates vary slightly, though most researchers agree 
the known population is only in the 35 to 45-coin range. Of these, 
most are in the VF to XF grade range, with AU examples being 
prohibitively rare. No Mint State pieces are known, and the finest 
certified example of the date is a sole AU58 coin at NGC (8/14). 

Besides its profound rarity (the greatest of any gold issue from 
the Carson City Mint), the 1870-CC double eagle also stands as 
one of the most sought-after of all American gold coins in general. 
Many collectors endeavor to complete a set of CC-mint double 
eagles, with the 1870-CC being the only legitimate “stopper,” a 
factor which only increases its desirability. The coin ranks among 
Garrett and Guth’s 100 Greatest American Coins, third edition, 
where it is heralded as the “King of Carson City gold.” 

This example exhibits bright yellow-gold patina with pleasing 
detail for the grade. As always, scattered abrasions are present, some 
being significant in nature.

The 1872 proof is an excellent representative of this; a 
paltry 30 coins were struck, all once part of complete gold proof 
sets. Virtually all of these sets have since been dispersed, and 
the individual double eagles trade hands only on a limit basis, 
drawing strong bidder attention when they appear at auction. 
The exact number known to survive is difficult to trace, though 
most estimates peg to count at only eight to 12 pieces, two of 
which are unattainably housed in the Smithsonian Institution 
and the American Numismatic Society Collection. The certified 
population reports suggest the existence of eight gradable examples 
in private hands (8/14), a total that seems in line with the overall 
survival estimates, though it is possible one or two of these are 
the result of resubmissions. The large value increases between 
succeeding grades makes them a favorite for upgrade attempts. 

The typical piece, when found, exhibits moderate to bold cameo 
contrast, and while some coins are cleaned or impaired, a few are 
known with well-preserved surfaces, though these are exceedingly 
rare. The coin here offered, however, is such an example, displaying 
undeniably original apricot-gold patina over frosty devices and 
deeply mirrored fields. Housed in an old green label holder, the 
coin is not designated as a Cameo, though the field-motif contrast 
is obvious. A few wispy hairlines in the fields (not from cleaning) 
preclude a Gem grade assessment, though these are undetectable to 
the unaided eye. A small alloy stain in the dentils below the W in 
TWENTY serves as a possible pedigree identifier. 

It is a rare occurrence when an example of this proof issue 
appears at auction, especially in Choice or finer condition. A 
numerically comparable piece, certified PR64 by NGC, but also 
featuring an Ultra Cameo designation, was offered in Heritage’s 
January 2006 Signature Sale as lot 3578, and brought an impressive 
$103,500. This piece is equally well-preserved and, displaying 
attractive cameo contrast, should draw similar attention from the 
advanced gold specialist.

The letter, 
dated May 8, 1907, requested Saint-Gaudens venture from Cornish, 
New York to Philadelphia to make the appropriate modifications 
to the models. In his reply, the artist expressed his regret for not 
being able to make the trip: “Greatly as I should like to please 
you, I feel that I cannot now model another design in profile for 
the Twenty Dollar gold piece.”

Evidently it 
is no trifling matter to make Greek art conform with modern 
numismatics.”

Despite the economic hardships 
of the period, President Theodore Roosevelt remained committed 
to the process of completing the new, majestic ten and twenty 
dollar gold coins he and acclaimed sculptor Augustus Saint' 
Gaudens had worked on for over two years. Newly appointed Mint 
Director Frank Leach, in an effort to prove himself and to quell 
the president’s anxieties, set his sights on expediting the design 
transition. According to Michael Moran, writing in Striking Change 
(2008): 

“Frank Leach wasted no time. On that same Friday, by 
order of the president, he instructed the Mint to use every 
facility at its command to strike high-relief $20 gold pieces 
using the second model as modified at Landis’ suggestion... 

It was Leach’s intention to strike five or six thousand of the 
new $20 gold coins on the medal press by the first week in 
December to satisfy Theodore Roosevelt.” 

In total, the Mint struck 12,367 High Relief double eagles 
between late November and early December 1907, of which there 
are two varieties. The Wire Rim coins were struck with a “fin” of 
metal around the rim, a characteristic perceived as a defect by the 
Mint, which was later remedied by thickening the edges of the 
planchets. The second variety, struck after the modification, is 
referred to as the Flat Rim variant. 

Much controversy exists as to whether or not some of the High 
Relief coins were struck as proofs or if all were coined as circulation 
strikes. While PCGS does not recognize the existence of High 
Relief proofs, approximately 10% of the certified population at 
NGC has been encapsulated with a Proof designation. Of these, 
only 15 examples are reported in PR67 (one in PR67 + , two in 
PR67 ★), and just three are certified finer (8/14). 

This amazing Superb Gem representative is an exact match 
to the proof characteristics described on page 77 of Dr. Robert 
J. Loewinger’s Proof Gold Coinage of the United States. Among 
the attributes listed are unusually bold, swirling die polish lines, 
uniform satin surfaces with no signs of the usual radial flow lines, 
sharp inner borders, and a full strike on all relief details. 

This piece is incredibly detailed with definition that is even more 
bold than is typically seen on the “regular” High Reliefs. Glowing 
luster emanates from the satiny, yellow-gold surfaces, and marks 
are essentially nonexistent.

After the end of World War I, many 
combatant nations experienced a degree of economic recession 
as wartime production wound down and veterans returned to the 
labor pool. The United States had a brief recovery but experienced 
a depression for 18 months from January 1920 to July 1921. 

The double eagle was functionally an international trade coin 
by 1914, when World War I broke out, and with submarine warfare 
threatening transatlantic shipping channels, it is little surprise that 
the double eagle went on hiatus. Philadelphia stopped making the 
denomination in 1915, with San Francisco following the next year. 
Double eagle production restarted in 1920 but ran right into the 
worsening economic conditions. While a number of Philadelphia 
double eagles from 1920 went into the stream of global commerce, 
the 1920-S and 1921 issues found little such usage, and when 
demand came again for twenties, the coins paid out were 1922 and 
1922-S instead of their predecessors. As a result, the 1920-S and 
1921 double eagles remained in government hands and were the 
earliest dates to suffer near-total destruction in the melting pots.

No returns will be accepted on this 
lot. (Total: 3 sets) 
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48 hours before the start of the first session (exclusive of holidays or weekends) to allow adequate 
time to contact references. Credit will be granted at the discretion of Auctioneer. Additionally 
Bidders who have not previously established credit or who wish to bid in excess of their established 
credit history may be required to provide their social security number or the last four digits thereof 
so a credit check may be performed prior to Auctioneers acceptance of a bid. Check writing 
privileges and immediate delivery of merchandise may also be determined by pre-approval of credit 
based on a combination of criteria: HA.com history, related industry references, bank verification, 
a credit bureau report and/or a personal guarantee for a corporate or partnership entity in advance 
of the auction venue. 

Bidding Options: 

8. Bids in Signature* Auctions or Grand Format Auctions may be placed as set forth in the printed 
catalog section entitled “Choose your bidding method.” For auctions held solely on the Internet, 
see the alternatives on HA.com. Review at http://www.ha.eom/c/ref/web-tips.zx#biddingTutorial. 

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail 
bids) are treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment (called 
a cut bid). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half increment 
will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised amount will be 
considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneers place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. Bids 
placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until your written request is received 
and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-409-1425); such requests must state the reason, and 
may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be 
delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be 
any whole dollar amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be between 
increments, sometimes only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose by less 
than an increment?” on our website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No “buy” 
or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance 
with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below 
which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN ’’Minimum 
Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF THE HAMMER PRICE 
DOES NOT MEET THE “Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION 
ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction 
closing. For any successful bid placed by a consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any 
means during the live session, or after the ’’Minimum Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will 
require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium and Seller’s Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, 
the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass 
as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids. If such outages occur, we may at our discretion extend 
bidding for the Auction. Bidders unable to place their Bids through the Internet are directed to 
contact Client Services at 877-HERITAGE (437-4824). 

21. The Auctioneer, its affiliates, or their employees consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may 
bid on those lots or any other lots. Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any 
such bids at any time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its 
affiliates. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to 
releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be made 
24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close 
of the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and 
any other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer, at its option, may charge a twenty (20%) 
restock fee on the amount of the purchase and offset the restock fee against any monies paid to the 
Auctioneer or against any of the purchaser’s properties held by the Auctioneer. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or other 
states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. (Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax in 
California on invoices under $1,500, and there is no sales tax on coins in Texas.) Bidder agrees to 
pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected 
due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect 
interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate 
must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if 
such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax 
paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 
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30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the 
Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% 
sellers commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with respect 
to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise 
have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the invoice. If a 
Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall have the 
right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by possessory 
lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidders property in their possession.. 

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website www.HA.com/common/shipping.php for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is 
unable to combine purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. 
Lots won will be shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the 
merchandise and the shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment 
occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid 
may be charged to the credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carriers confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneers file (carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidders selected third-party shipper. On all foreign shipments, 
any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by the Bidder following Auctioneers delivery to the 
Bidders designated common carrier or third-party shipper. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange 
pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability. 
Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to 
storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger 
items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is 
not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or 
moving fees, including a 10% Sellers Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, 
crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, or 
both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both export 
and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any such license 
or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment terms. For further 
information, please contact Ron Brackemyre at 800- 872-6467 ext. 1312. 

36B. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused by or resulting from: 

a. Seizure or destruction under quarantine or Customs regulation, or confiscation by order of any 
Government or public authority, or risks of contraband or illegal transportation of trade, or 

b. Breakage of statuary, marble, glassware, bric-a-brac, porcelains, jewelry, and similar fragile articles 

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents maybe provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 


Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration 
replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 
After one year has elapsed, Auctioneers maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and 
fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyers purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, 
Texas. The arbitrators award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim 
involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts 
of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; 
further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms 8c Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any 
claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in 
these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneers maximum liability 
exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit 
bidding on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the 
Auctioneers Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, 
are strictly prohibited.
